“Starvation Wages.”

President Harding will be appealed 
to by the leaders of 1,200,000 railway 
workers, part of whom have already 
received wage cuts from the Rail­ 
road Labor Board due July 1, in an 
effort to stave off further reductions 
in their pay envelopes, it was decid­ 
ed at a conference 
of 
rail 
union 
heads last night 
Leaders of the eleven railway em­ 
ployes’ organizations, 
which 
Tues­ 
day decided to take a strike vote of 
their memberships, agreed last night 
to outline a letter to the President, 
presenting their argument for high­ 
er wages, or, at least, no further re­ 
ductions. A committee of union ex­ 
ecutives was appointed 
by B. 
M. 
Jewell, president of the Railway Em­ 
ployes* Department cf the American 
Federation of Labor, to draft the let­ 
ter. 
Approximately $110,000,000 will be 
lopped from the payrolls of the 400,- 
000 shop crafts and the 500,000 main­ 
tenance of way men under orders of 
the board July 1. The new rates of 
pay will range from 54 cents an hour 
for mechanics’ helpers to 
70 cents 
fo/ mechanics. The maintenance of 
way men will get from 23 to 35 cents 
an hour. 
These 
rates 
were 
branded 
as 
"starvation 
wages" by the union 
leaders and it is their intention, in 
the letter to President Harding 
to 
demand whether the country’s chief 
executive thinks these wages suffic­ 
ient "to maintain an American stan­ 
dard of living and properly sustain 
a family.*’ 
It is understood that the letter will 
contain specific figures on what the 
railroad men consider an 
adequate 
wage and will endeavor to refute the 
position of the Railroad Labor Board 
as set forth in their recent wage re­ 
duction decisions.

The 
Utes took this as a declaration of war 
and attacked them on the Mi!k river 
in northwestern Colorado. 
I’art of 
them besieged the soldiers, killing 13, 
including the commander, and wound­ 
ing 48. 
Others attacked the agency, 
murdered Meeker and nine other w hite 
men, taking five women and children 
captives. Then came Onray s message 
and the ‘T te war” was over. 
Ouray, "The Arrow” was bora In 
Taos, Ñ. M., in 1834. 
He was bap­ 
tised by a Jesuit priest and educated 
in a little Mexican school at Taos 
where he leanied the Spanish tongue. 
In 1S50 he returned to the Utes who 
were then engaged in a bitter strug- 
tvith the N .rajow , Cheyenne, and 
Arapahoe*. 
One day a war rarty of 30 Utes led 
b j Ouray was ittacked by 800 Arap- 


ahoes. 
ih e iü.ví rallied 
wurri- 
ors formed them in a hollow square 
and then in a fight lasting 14 hours 
they finally beat off their assailants. 
Soon after this Ouray’s only son was 
captured by the Arapahoes. From that 
day the Ute chief never allowed his 
tribe to rest from hostility toward 
them. 
In later years he appealed to 
the government to restore his son to 
him. but the boy had become so much 
an Arapahoe that he refused to come. 
Because of Ouray’s knowledge of 
Spanish he was made the government 
interpreter to the 1 tes In 1856 and 
became head chief soon afterwards. 
His friendship toward the whites 
was unwavering and he adopted some 
of their ways. 
He had a well-culti­ 
vated faTra ’ on which he built a com­ 
fortable house and there he died Au­ 
gust 24, 1880.

A SERVICEABLE ALIBI. 


When the administration told the west­ 
erners who are backing the Great Lakes- 
St Lawrence waterway that it would im- 
medately take up with Canada the matter 
of concluding a treaty looking to the car­ 
rying out of the project, probably many of 
the westerners smelled a rat. 
Neverthe­ 
less, they put a good face upon it and pro­ 
fessed gratification over the president’s ac­ 
tion. 
The chances are that the rat which 
they detected at the beginning is now ob­ 
structively perceptible to them. 
In reply 
to the approaches made by this govern­ 
ment, Canada has stated that she does not 
care at this time to negotiate the proposed 
waterway. 
This seems to end the matter. The pres­ 
ident can point out to the 
disappointed 
westerners that he did what he could. He 
put the question up to Canada and Canada 
says she isn’t interested. The westerners 
should not be angry with him. It is not his 
fault. Canada is to blame. 
This reasoning appears unanswerable, 
and, superficially, at any rate, the adminis­ 
tration seems to have a first class alibi. But 
some of the westerners in their disappoint­ 
ment are likely to say disagreeable things. 
They may hint, for example, that the ad­ 
ministration knew all along that ( anada 
would not negotiate the treaty; that in de­ 
ciding that a treaty must precede legisla­ 
tion the administration was simply block­ 
ing the whole plan in a way which would 
enable it to put the blame upon somebody 
else; that if the administration had not 
been subservient to the Eastern interests 
which are opposing the waterway, it would 
have permitted the waterway legislation to 
proceed and would not have taken up the 
treaty question until afterwards. 
Hence Mr. Harding’s alibi, while it may 
be a good one, is not a perfect one. Never­ 
theless, it will probably serve; and it is in 
order to congratulate the administration 
upon the adroitness with which it has han­ 
dled a difficult problem. 
» 
THE END OF A GREAT INDUSTRY? 
Ovid M. Butler, forester of the American 
Forestry Association, speaking at Nashville 
recently, virtually foretold the passing of 
the south’s lumber industry. 
For two de­ 
cades, said Mr. Butler, the south has led the 
world in lumber production. 
For three 
generations it has been foremost in the pio- 
duction of naval stores. 
Since 1900 over 
50 per cent of the softwood lumber consum­ 
ed in America has come from the southern 
pine forests. Since the inception of the na­ 
val stores industry the southern pine for­ 
ests have contributed practically 100 per 
cent of the turpentine and rosin used in 
this country. 
In addition, they have sup­ 
plied more naval stores for export than all 
other nations combined. 
So much for the 
past. What about the future? 
The future, Mr. Butler showed, the near 
future, will see the passing of this southern 
dominance in the lumber industry unless 
the south wakes up w ithout further delay 
and takes immediate steps to save its re­ 
maining timber. Four-fifths of the south s 
virgin timber has already gone, and the 
only w’ay in which the remaining fifth can 
be saved is by “the application of forest 
m a n a g e m e n t to its forest lands.” If this is 
done, in Mr. Butler’s opinion, despite the 
terrible 
depletion 
of timber resources 
which has already occurred, the south’s 
iominance in the lumber a n d naval stores 
ndustry can be pressed. 
If it is not gone, this authority declares, 
he Pacific slope will very soon supplant 
he south as the principal source of lumber 
apply in this country. 
In 1920, he says, 
here was a decrease of 20 per cent, as com­ 


pared w ith the previous year, in the num­ 
ber of southern mills cutting over a million 
feet, while in the same period there was an 
increase of 27 per cent in the number of 
Pacific mills of the million foot class. There 
is no doubt in Mr. Butler’s mind that con­ 
servation, modern methods of forest man­ 
agement, can save this great southern in­ 
dustry, because proximity to the great 
northern markets gives the south a great 
advantage over the Pacific slope. But this 
advantage will, of course, count for noth­ 
ing at all when the south’s timber has dis­ 
appeared, and, in spite of hopeful indica­ 
tions here 
and there, 
it is still moving 
swiftly towards the vanishing point.

NEW JERSEY’S SHIFTING SANDS. 


From the Philadelphia Bulletin. 


Every beach resort in New Jersey has an 
interest in the appeal to the legislature at 
Trenton for an appropriation for the study 
of coast erosion and the 
most effective 
methods of combating it. The problem is a 
pressing one at several 
points 
between 
Sandy Hook and Cape May, particularly in 
the neighborhood of the many inlets, al­ 
though it is also present elsewhere along 
the low-lying shore, as at Seabright, which 
is recurrently threatened with extinction. 
Potential property damage running into 
the millions, as well as the destruction of 
various public works, is involved. 
Within 
the last year the abandonment of the fa­ 
mous Ramegat light has been contemplated 
by the federal government because of the 
inroads of the tides. 
Longport has been almost at its wit’s end 
since the sea tore 
extensive 
gaps in its 
costly sea wall and transferred a consider­ 
able acreage to the south side of the inlet 
which separates it from Ocean City. 
The 
same shifting process has been noticeable 
elsewhere, but has been less remarked be­ 
cause the vicinity happens to have been 
unimproved. With the rapid development 
of the shore resorts so that they will soon 
form a continuous built-up belt means of 
protection against the caprices of the sea 
become more and more urgent. The beach­ 
es constitute a source of wealth which is 
capable of indefinite expansion, and the 
revenue derived by the state should be suf­ 
ficient inducement to extend a liberal 
measure of aid in the attempt to make the 
sands stay put.

Probably few of them will re­ 
member—if they ever knew—that their 
creator was Michael H. Walsh, a Pennsyl­ 
vanian, and fewer still know’ that he died a 
short time ago at the good old age of three 
score and fifteen years. 
Ramblers do not occupy the pinnacle of 
distinction among roses. 
Other varieties 
surpass them in popularity. 
Many far ex­ 
cel them in fragrance. Their “anatomical” 
construction precludes the beauty that at­ 
taches to single bloomers. 
But w’hile some profess to disdain them 
as the “Ben Davis” of roses, 
they 
have 
their admirers; and whether they are ad­ 
mired or not, they fulfill their humble mis­ 
sion to the utmost of their ability by the 
riotous profusion of their spreading clus­ 
ters, vivid splashes of crimson and more 
modest ministry of pure white. 
Nor w ere the honors of creation withheld 
from Walsh. While the Crimson Ramblers 
are perhaps best knowrn, and while the 
white are held in high esteem, yet scien­ 
tific horticulturists prize his Lady Gay and 
Minnehaha, w'hch w’on the gold medal oí 
the American Rose society and the highest 
award of the London Agricultural society.

ESTIMATED TO BE 
SHY SIX MILLION

At a meeting of the Soldier Bonus 
Commission held today It was deem­ 
ed advisable to call attention to a 
situation, already the 
subject 
of 
sdrne public discussion and hereto­ 
fore mentioned in the papers, name­ 
ly, the probable inadequacy of the 
soldier bonus fund. 
In 
accordance 
with 
estimates, 
which we were informed were pre­ 
pared by officers of the American 
Legion and other veterans’ organiza­ 
tions, the constitutional amendment 
submitted and adopted at the spe­ 
cial election held August 2, 1921, 
authorized the sale of bonds amount­ 
ing to $15,000,-000 for the payment 
of the Missouri soldiers' bonus at 
the rate of $10 per month of active 
service, not to exceed twenty-five 
months, to each soldier. 
Under the 
terms of said constitutional amend­ 
ment and of the legislation enacted 
pursuant thereto the commission is 
compelled to pay to each soldier the 
full amount due him upon presenta­ 
tion of his claim and is not author­ 
ized to prorate the said fund among 
all the claimants. 
In view of the number of bonus 
claims already received, the aver* 
age amount due to each and the 
rate at which they continue to come 
in, ft becomes apparent that the 
amount realized from the sale of 
said bonds will not be adequate for 
the payment of all the valid claims 
made and to be made to soldiers 
entitled to receive the bonus. 
We 
beg to submit the following data 
upon which this conclusion is based: 
The amount realized from the sale 
of said bonds, less the amount appro­ 
priated therefrom for marketing, ad­ 
ministration and distribution of the 
bonus. Is the net sum of $15.429,250. 
Of this sum $429,250 
goes 
into the 
general revenue, as only $15,000,000 
of the bond money has been formally 
appropriated by 
the 
appropriation 
bill of November 22, 1921. 
The estimated total as to number 
of claimants who may be entitled to 
the bonus is 166,000. Federal govern­ 
ment figures credit 
Missouri 
with 
that number of persons who served 
in the world war. It may be assum­ 
ed that not all of these 
will 
come 
forward with their claims and that 
aome may be disqualified for various 
reasons. 
However, up to and including June 
5, 1922. a total of 129.450 claims have 
been received and they still continue 
to come at the rate

per day. 
Rejections to date are run­ 
ning less than one 
per cent 
and 
hence it seems reasonable to

sume that & total of at least 145,000 
valid claims will have been received 
by December 81, 1922, the date fixed 
by law as the time limit for the pre­ 
sentation or such claims. 
The average amount paid on each 
claim is $146.10. 
This 
average is 
based on the first 10,900 claims ac­ 
tually paid. 
It will be noted from 
the above 
figures that the funds available wilt 
not suffice to pay the claims already 
received, and should the estimated 
total of $145,000 be reached, taking 
an average of $146.10 per claim, the 
total amount required 
to 
pay 
ail 
claims will be $21,184,500, or $6.184,- 
500, more than the amount available. 
In this estimate we exclude the ex­ 
cess of $429,250 of 
the bond sale 
money, which goes into the general 
revenue. 
If said net excess of $429,- 
250 is reappropriated from the gener­ 
al revenue fund and made available 
for additional bonus payments it will 
reduce the estimated deficit 
to $5,- 
719,250. 
Our purpose in calling attention to 
this situation 1» to have it known in 
time to afford the people an oppor­ 
tunity to take such remedial steps as 
may be deemed 
advisable 
in the 
premises.

MORE MILEAGE ON 
LESS GASOLINE
